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Plancey to open satellite medical clinic here in Sierra Madre 


Robert Plancey, a physician, is planning to bring 
a satellite medical clinic to Sierra Madre which is 
the location where he used to bike as a kid with his 
friends. 

Plancey, whose specialties are internal medicine 
as well as allergy/immunology, is putting together 
a representative clinic to bring multiple specialties 
in Sierra Madre. 

By mid-January, he hopes to have an obstetri¬ 
cian, gynecologist, pediatrician, surgeon and in¬ 
ternal medicine physician installed on the west side of 
the building which also houses the Sierra Madre 
Medical Clinic at 245 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., Sierra 
Madre. 

“Patients here, as well as in Hastings Ranch 
and in West Arcadia, will have specialists closeby 
without traveling down the hill. We’re hoping to 
bring physicians close so as to better serve their 
patients’ needs. I remember being rushed to mid- 
Pasadena as a child to my pediatrician. Now a 
pediatrician will be only a five-minute drive instead 


of a 30-minute drive,” Plancey said Friday. 

Those who are planning to join Plancey are 
Manny Lopez, M.D., internal medicine; and Kee 
Koh, M.D., OB/GYN. They expect to have a 
pediatrician and will probably add another OB/GYN, 
he stated. 

Patients will be referred to Methodist Hospital 
in Arcadia, he added. 

Plancey, who Just returned with his wife from 
a month in Asia, volunteers at USC as a clinical 
assistant professor of medicine. He graduated from 
the University of Redlands, trained in the medical 
school at Wake Forest University in N. Carolina, did 
his internship in medicine at Loma Linda University 
and in allergy/immunology at Cleveland Clinic 
Foundation in Cleveland, Ohio. He has been in 
private practice at Arcadia Medical Clinic. He was 
born in Pasadena. 

His wife, Janet Plancey, was born in Red Wing, 
Minn., and came with her parents to Covina when 


she was in junior high school. She is a respiratory 
therapist at Pulmonary Diagnostics in Pasadena. 

Plancey’s parents live in Arcadia. His father, 
Melvin Plancey, M.D., has retired as medical director 
of Arco. His mother, Sonia, is a watercolor and 
oil artist and has had several shows of her work. 

Janet’s parents, who live in Covina, are Ron and 
Char Kvilhaug and they own and run California 
Truck and Salvage Co. 

“With medical care, the proximity is most 
important, particularly in cardiac problems or asthma 
attacks or acute allergic reactions as well as other 
acute problems. Now patients are forced to drive 
15 to 20 minutes. When we open our clinic they 
will have five minutes or less to reach us,” Plancey 
said. 

He concluded, “I have a particular fondness 
for the community because this is where 1 was 
reared. I’ll be very happy to return with my peers 
to serve the needs of my community.”

‘Sierra Madre’ tanker featured in Unocal magazine 


When Oliver Abraham of Sierra Madre opened 
up his stockholder magazine from Unocal, he was 
surprised to see the name “Sierra Madre” on one of 
the tankers featured in the magazine. 

The tanker he traveled on during WWII was 
much smaller than the Sierra Madre which is more 
than two football fields in length, approximately 
100 feet in width and 150 feet tall from radar mast 
to keel. Abraham said his WWII tanker, the Paul 
M. Gregg, was about 500 feet long and housed 40 


Abraham was on the WWII tanker Dec. 6, 
1941, headed for Pearl Harbor to pick up a convoy 
that was, in turn, headed for Bangkok. They were 
going to discharge a load of aviation gasoline, he 
explained. 


“At noon the next day when my relief came 
to take the wheel, he told me that the Japanese had 
bombed Pearl Harbor. At first 1 thought it was a 
crock of baloney. But then the news traveled fast 
and by suppertime we were headed back to ’Frisco. 
They kept us at anchor there for awhile. But we 
had the problem of what to do with the gas aboard. 
We dumped some in Wellington, New Zealand^and 
Sydney, Australia. We finally got back home about 
two months later. Our job was to keep other ships 
running,” Abraham said. 

He was an Able Seaman in the Merchant 
Marines during the war. After World War II he 
worked in the Marshall Islands off and on for four 
years, in 1951-54, during the atomic tests, then be¬ 
came a carpenter. 

He and his wife, Mary, live in Sierra Madre. 


The Sierra Madre, which is 10 years old, has 
shuttled cargo between a variety of Pacific ports. It 
is propelled by two 13,000 horsepower engines at a 
standard speed of 15'/: knots. 

Why was it called the Sierra Madre? Abraham 
does not know. “Perhaps someone was from this 
area and that’s why they called her ‘Serra Madre,”’ 
he mused. 

I he Abrahams’ three sons, Leslie, Bruce and 
Glen, all live in Arcadia. They also have a grandson. 
Max, Glen’s son, living in Arcadia. 

His wife, the former Mary DeTemple, was born 
in Sierra Madre. 

“We’ve lived here since World War II,” he 
explained. He retired 22 years ago and keeps busy, 
mostly at the library, he grinned. “It’s a dandy 
library.” 


Eclipse activities at Mount Wilson Jan. 4 


The public is invited to attend a free lecture 
and tour at the Mount Wilson Observatory in con¬ 
nection with the annular eclipse of the sun on Satur¬ 
day, Jan. 4. Overlooking the Los Angeles basin at 
5700 feet elevation. Mount Wilson is eonsidered a 
prime site for viewing this rare eclipse, which will 
reach annularity just minutes before sunset that 
evening. 

Beginning at 2 p.m., a brief lecture in the Mount 
Wilson Museum auditorium will provide background 
on the sun, moon and stars designed to enhance 


the public’s understanding and enjoyment of the 
eclipse. Speakers will be Dr. Robert Jastrow of 
Dartmouth College and Dr. Sallie Baliunas of the 
Harvard-Smithsonian Center for Astrophysics. 
There will be observatory tours following the lecture, 
and (weather permitting) telescopes will be set up 
in the Mount Wilson parking lot for safely viewing 
the eclipse when its partial phase begins, at approx¬ 
imately 3:30 p.m. There is no charge for any of 
these activities. 

In an annular eclipse, the moon passes directly 


in front of the sun as in a total eclipse. However, 
it does not fully cover the sun; a ring of light remains 
around the dark disc of the moon. The eclipse 
will be annular from 4:50 to 4:55 p.m. From 
Mount Wilson, this will be well before sunset, which 
will occur between 5 and 5:05 p.m. The Forest Ser¬ 
vice plans to keep Mount Wilson Skyline Park open 
until 6 p.m. 

Because only 82 percent of the sun will be covered 
by the moon during maximum annularity, it is not

Rescued hikers thank Search and Rescue Team at emotional reunion 


It was an emotional evening three weeks ago 
when the two survivors of a harrowing mountain 
search talked with their rescuers, members of the 
Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team. 

Cindy Moyneur, 36, and Ryan McIntosh, 11, 
came to the Dec. 11 meeting of the rescue team to 
thank the team for its efforts in the search and to 
discuss their experience on the mountain. 

Moyneur and McIntosh spent two nights at 
more than 9000 feet elevation in sub-freezing 
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weather and 70- to 80-mile-per-hour winds. They 
both suffered severe frostbite to their feet as a result 
of their ordeal. 

On the morning of Sunday, Dec. 1, three mem¬ 
bers of the Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team 
found them on Mount Baldy. The two had been the 
subject of a massive search since they disappeared 
two days before in a sudden winter storm near the 
summit of the 10,000-foot peak. 

At sundown on the first night they were able 
to get a fire started and kept it burning all night 
and into the next day. That second day they saw 
helicopters circling overhead but were unable to 
attract their attention. The two spent the second 
night huddled in a hollow tree. Their fire had gone 
out and they were unable to get it rekindled. 

Their fire had been seen from a distance during 
the early morning of the second day, and the Sierra 
Madre crew, having spent a day and a night moving 
in their direction across rugged terrain, reached 
them at about 11 a.m. on the morning of the 
third day. 

Moyneur and McIntosh were unable to walk 
and were flown from the mountain ridge by heli¬ 
copter despite the winds, which were still blowing 
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at full force.

The pair showed the team their frostbitten. 
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blackened toes. They are still having a difficult 
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time trying to walk. Their feet must be kept bandaged 
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as though they were severely burned. 
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Both are expected to eventually lose parts of 
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their toes but otherwise recover completely.

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Gas Company ^ives 
tips to stay warm 

It’s the scast>ii lor eh-eli-ehilly 
nights and brrr-isk mornings; it’s that 
time of year when the days still are 
getting shorter and we spend more lime 
inside. 

And, it’s that time of year when 
gas bills can get higher. As the ther¬ 
mometer outside drops, it takes a lot 
more natural gas to keep the house 
warm. 

Ray Galias, gas company district 
manager, said it’s easy to save money 
on the gas bill and still stay cozy 
by following a few energy saving tips: 

— Turn the thermostat down 
when you go to bed and use an extra 
blanket. (A “set back’’ thermostat 
will automatically lower the temperature 
to whatever you have preselected.) 

— Have a swamp cooler on your 
house? Close the vents or wrap the 
cooler securely to keep the cold air 
outside. 

— If you use a fireplace, close 
the damper when the fire is out. This 
keeps cold air from flowing down the 
chimney. 

— Close draperies at night or on 
cold days. This will keep the warmer 
air inside. 

— Keep doors closed on rooms 
that you don’t often use. No use 
providing heat to an empty room. 

— Replace or clean the filter in 
your forced air furnace. Remove dust 
and lint from other heaters to permit 
a free flow of air through the unit. 

— And here’s an easy one. Wear 
a sweater or heavy sweatshirt inside 
the house. “Layering” your clothing 
helps trap the warm body heat. 

— A leaky hot water faucet not 
only wastes water, but makes the hot 
water heater run needlessly. And re¬ 
member, take shorter showers, and use 
the dish or clothes washers only with 
full loads. 

If you turned off your heater’s 
pilot light for the summer, follow the 
relighting instructions on the heater. 
Or, call the Gas Company and make 
an appointment for a free service check 
and pilot relight.

• Lillias Eubank, daughter of Red Dowditig 
who was the motorman for the Red Car in 
Sierra Madre years ago, stopped to share with 
us a marvelous postcard which she had 
unearthed recently among her father’s things.

Below is a rare postcard of the depot 
when it was transformed into a chapel in 1950. 
riie inscription on the postcard reads, “Sierra 
Madre’s City Square is converted each 
Christmas into an old-fashioned holiday 
.scene, a town project headed by the Chamber 
of Commerce. The little snow-covered chapel 
for 1950 asks for ‘Peace on liarth and Good 
Will Toward All Meti.’” 

In a Los Angeles Times piece that year, 
a feature describes how the depot was 
transformed into the chapel by volunteers, 
how a 25-foot Christmas tree was citt in 
the foothills and placed in the square, 
decorated as part of the civic project by 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

It describes how volunteers all helped on 
the project. 

Manuel de la Torre, construction 
engineer who still lives in Sierra Madre, built 
the 20-foot belfry and spire. Regular window 
panes suddenly became stained glass. White 
paint and mica snow covered the grounds and 
icicles hung from the caves. 

You will recall that in the Christmas 
edition of The News we always feature Joe 
Hinojos’ picture of the depot as it was 
decorated for Christmas with fake snow.

We write this note with 
ii sense ol deep gratitude, 
giatelIllness and joy in 
having our son, Ryan, 
letiirned to us through 
your selfless actions and 
intense perseverance in 
the extensive search and 
rescue you conducted over 
Thanksgiving weekend. 

From Friday night at 
5 p.m. until Sunday 
morning at 10 a.m., our 
hearts were filled with 
terror and grief as we 
wondered if we would 
ever see our son alive 
again. Ryan is the oldest 
of our four children; 
intense, a high achiever, 
worrying about getting 
into Harvard, strong 
athlete, responsible and 
loving. He has the best 
qualities of both of us, 
along with a sharp wit 
and a strong sense of 
individuality. As proud 
parents, we find these 
qualities quite remarkable 
for an eleven-year-old 
boy. And yet, by Satur¬ 
day evening, we feared 
that Ryan was no longer 
with us on this earth. 

The thoughts of not 


seeing him grow up to 
fulfill his dreams, not 
ever being able to touch 
him, hug him, love him, 
or play with him were 
unbearable and over¬ 
whelmingly painful be¬ 
yond any description 
words can provide. 

Throughout that 
terrifying weekend, we 
watched your men and 
women work intensely in 
constant planning, or¬ 
ganizing and strategizing 
“the next steps” in a 
fierce attempt to rescue 
Ryan and Cindy. We 
saw you go without 
sleep, warm beds and 
food. We listened to 
the exhausted men on 
the mountain communi¬ 
cating to the command 
post, and continuing on 
in their search, despite 
the tremendously bitter 
cold and dangerous winds. 


We know that you 
crawled on your hands 
and knees in the snow 
to prevent being blown 
off the mountain, and 
you literally risked your 
lives at times in order 
to save Ryan and Cindy’s 
lives. We know that 
you camped out all night 
on the mountainsides 
in an attempt to spot 
a fire, and we can only 
begin to imagine how 
cold it was for you, as 
the winds and snow made 
it impossible for you 
to get over the summit 
to search the eastern 
side. We know the risks 
that the helicopter pilots 
took in repeated attempts 
to search the mountain¬ 
side despite the freezing 
winds and snow. 

It was heart wrenching 
for us to return late Sat¬ 
urday night in order to 


remove Ryan’s h«l sheets 
and pillowcase to provide 
the search dogs with a 
scent lot their search of 
our son. 

We know and felt the 
concern, dedication, love 
and positive thoughts 
you gave us throughout 
the weekend. We got 
to the point of giving 
up hope; you never did. 

You gave us food, 
lodging and reassurance, 
never asking anything 
in return. 

Ryan knew that if he 
wasn’t rescued by Sun¬ 
day, he would die. Early 
Sunday morning, he felt 
that death was no longer 
a frightening thought, 
just the next natural step 
for him. 

You gave us our son 
back. 

For all this, we thank 
you, and the thousands 
of people who prayed 
for Ryan and Cindy. We 
can never repay you for 
Ryan’s life and because 
of you, we can once 
again touch him, hug 
him, love him and look 
forward to watching him 
grow up with our family. 

Our lives will never be 
the same. We watched

safe to look directly at any phase of the eclipse 
with the unprotected eye. Eye-protection devices 
will not be available at Mount Wilson and should 
be purchased elsewhere in advance if you want to 
look directly at the eclipse. 

Mount Wilson Observatory is located in the 
San Gabriel mountains approximately 25 miles from 
Los Angeles. Exit from the 210 Freeway in La 
Canada onto the Angeles Crest Highway (State High¬ 
way No. 2). Follow the Angeles Crest Highway 
for approximately 14 miles, then turn right at the 
“Mount Wilson” sign onto the Red Box-Mount 
Wilson Road. The road ends at the Observatory. 
Upon reaching the mountaintop, drive past the TV 


towers, go through the Skyline Park gate and park 
in the large parking lot. Allow 45 minutes from 
the Pasadena-La Canada area and 60 minutes from 
downtown Los Angeles. Bring lunch or a snack; 
the Skyline Park food pavilion is temporarily 
closed. 

Note: Mountain roads may be closed or chains 
may be required at any time because of winter storms.

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Morocco-combination 
of lifestyles 


Of the 40-t>dd countries 
we have visited, only two 
have confiscated our 
passports as we entered, 
returning our precious 
American identities only 
when we departed: Russia 
and Morocco. 

If the intent is to in¬ 
timidate, it is effective. 
You feel naked and de¬ 
fenseless without your 
proof that you belong to 
the good or U.S.A. It 
also adds the spice of 
threat, heightening 
one’s sense of awareness. 
Impressions remain 
vividly etched on the 
memory, written with 
the indelible of potential 
peril. 

Our visit to Morocco 
was a one-day taste, 
sampled via ferry from 
the southern tip of 
Spain. 

In the morning we 
toured Ceuta, a tiny 
toehold in Africa still 
ruled by Spain. A free 
port, its main offerings 
were radios, watches, 
liquor and stereos, at 
bargain prices for Afri¬ 
cans and Europeans 
alike. The top billing 
went to the underground 
fish market where ped¬ 
dlers and buyers screamed 
at each other in an age 
old ritual of bargaining. 
Without doubt, it held 
the daily drama of the 
town and the aroma 
which accompanied the 
pandemonium was as 
pungent as the commun¬ 
ications. 

Shortly before noon 
the buses for Morocco 
finally sorted them¬ 
selves out - another daily 
drama - and we bumped 


along the dusty road to 
the border. 

We had hoped to take 
a hovercraft to Tangiers, 
but found it filled and 
opted for the only alter¬ 
native, the ferry to Ceuta 
and bus to Tetuan, a 
small Moroccan village 
an hour’s ride from 
Ceuta. It was billed as 
offering more of rural 
and unspoiled Morocco 
than tours to the larger 
cities. 

At the border our bus 
was held up for almost 
an hour, after our pass¬ 
ports had been appro¬ 
priated. We learned that 
the cause was several 
Portuguese passengers. 
Relations between Por¬ 
tugal and Morocco were 
obviously in disarray and, 
bereft of our own pre¬ 
cious documents, we 
could only hope that 
Morocco’s laws did not 
include guilt by associa¬ 
tion. All non-Portuguese 
quickly disassociated 
themselves from their 
fellow pariahs. 

We peered cautiously 
out of the bus as men 
and women in flowing 
robes passing in both di¬ 
rections across the bor¬ 
der. The women wore 


bcauiilully embroidered 
hooded jelabes m tita- 
roons, browns, blacks 
and shimmering blue, 
veils covering their faces 
to the eyes. Some had 
enoimous floppy straw 
hats and leather boots 
and our guide identified 
them as hill people. 
Others, some looking 
well into their 70s and 
80s, carried enormous 
shrouded bundles on their 
backs, bent almost double 
with their burdens. 

Eventually we were 
waved on, Portuguese 
and all, and proceeded 
through the arid country¬ 
side of what is considered 
one of the more verdant 
areas of Morocco. 

Tilled fields, looking 
parched and shriveled, 
were interspersed with 
white-washed stucco 
houses, reminiscent of 
American Indian adobe 
dwellings. An enormous 
stork’s nest sprouted 
from one. 

In Part II we will tell 
about our adventures in 
the casbah in Tetuan 
where acrobats, belly 
dancers and snake 
charmers, with “cobras,” 
entertained us.
